I probably told you of my 
idea for Sierra Madre — I 
told several folks. I planned 
that someone would buy the 
hotel and the whole corner, 
down to Mariposa St. ’They 
would put in a motel, giving 
Don Jackson, Mike, Mr. Parr 
and Happy perma n e n t 
stores, and putting in a good 
restaurant on the cornei:, 
rooms on the second level, 
either underground or over¬ 
head parking and a swim¬ 
ming pool (dirty word!!) in 
the back. If there were 
space, I think a nice shop 
featuring our artists, silver 
workers and ceramists would 
add “character” also. 

I would also try for a 
motel .u.p Baldwin, where 
that one rest home (94?) 
had the For Sale sign on it. 

I feel that between the 
crowds who come for New 
Years, the racing season, 
summer travelers, etc. we 
could fill two motels with 
no problems.

The Chamber of Com¬ 
merce will be Gstatically 
happy that I moved out of 
town, for if I were still there.

They have 
recognized tourism as one of 
the biggest businesses in 
the world, and are going to 
try to develop the state’s re¬ 
sources to get a share. 

I hope, also, that Metro¬ 
media will select Sierra Ma¬ 
dre as the local point for 
the tram to Mt. Wilson. With 
motels, the tram and trail, 
Mt. Wilson, Sierra Madre 
would be In an excellent 
position to attract travellers 
and some of their money. 
They could run bus loads of 
folk ,up to the tram and 
from Mt. Wilson to the ski 
areas In winter; to picnic 
areas in summer.

If our junior council mem¬ 
bers are so very interested 
in “the people,” this was a 
beautiful opportunity for 
them had any prejudices in 
equality and justice.

On December 27, 1965, our 
first ‘hearing’? was sup¬ 
posed to have been held at 
city hall. We paid an at¬ 
torney a considerable sum 
of money to research infor¬ 
mation and appear in our 
behalf at this hearing. We 
had been Informed that ab¬ 
solutely no Information ex¬ 
cept that pertaining to the 
four criteria for a variance, 
would be heard and we pre¬ 
pared ourselves accordingly. 
Imagine our surprise to find 
the opposition had made no 
such preparations. Some 
vague acciusations and Ir- 
relevancles were thrown at 
the council concerning past 
variances granted. Finally, 
the opposition was forced to 
ask for a continuance as 
they appeared unprepared. 
After receiving the continu¬ 
ance, ladies and gentlemen, 
they also received a copy of 
our attorney’s brief! The 
brief, that cost us several 
hundred dollars, was given 
for free to our opponents so 
that they could prepare a 
case from it. Where, were 
the experts on city govern¬ 
ment then? 

Where were our respon¬ 
sible, resfKunsive, representa¬ 
tives hiding? They were 
right there when this .hap¬ 
pened! They were watching 
a man’s rights being tramp¬ 
led in the dust. 

Prior to the June 13, 1967 
hearing, our attorney ap¬ 
pealed, in writing, for a con¬ 
tinuance of the hearing. We 
did not even receive the 
courtesy of an an.swer. When 
we arrived at the meeting, 
we learned that only four 
council members were pre¬ 
sent. Just how Kosher was 
this? (If I may borrow a 
phrase). Also, there is the 
little matter of our photo¬ 
graphs that disappeared 
from city hall. Our attorney 
really had to become quite 
insistent before he could re¬ 
cover those. We find that 


there have been numerous 
things misplaced or missing 
from city hall. Among the 
most important for a time, 
was justice. (Permits and 
other records have disap¬ 
peared also). 

It has recently been 
brought to our attention that 
Council Members Maddox 
and Wagner are again up to 
their little game of trying to 
muddy up the water so peo¬ 
ple can’t see what Is really 
going on. They are discus¬ 
sing fences, walls, etc., etc., 
at their coffees. I hope they 
do not have to resort to 
malicious distortion to win 
their cause. My family and 
I feel that they are not well 
Informed on these two mat¬ 
ters as their information has 
been slanted. Perhaps there 
is a CTediblllty gap in their 
source of information. 

Many people in Sierra 
Madre have told us that they 
are afraid to take a stand 
on council issues! Residents 
and business people have 
made this statement to more 
than one person. This is al¬ 
most impossible to believe. 
Courage is free all over 
town, not at a few select 
places! Are oux .principles of 
democracy worth so little 
that we cannot speak up in 
their defense? At this point, 
our words would be far too 
Inadequate to describe our 
feelings so we are quoting 
Emerson, (Ralph Waldo, 
that is). “Fear is an instruc¬ 
tor of great sagacity and the 
herald of all revolutions. 
One thing he teaches, that 
there is rotteness where he 
appears. He is a carrion 
crow, and though you see 
.not well what ho hovers for, 
there is death somewhere. 
Our property is timid, our 
laws are timid, our cultivat¬ 
ed classes are timid. Fear 
for ages has boded and 
mowed and gibbered over 
government and property. 
'ITiat obscene bird is not 
there for nothing. He indi¬ 
cates great wrongs which 
must be revised.” 

Citizens of Sierra Madre, 
you have nothing to fear.

covert, to bring about the 
demise of this small-town 
atmopshere. The basic 
strength of this community 
resides In this desire of its 
populace to remain some¬ 
what detached from the rush 
and fervor which surrounds 
it. 

This being true, it is ab¬ 
solutely tragic that the (^ty 
finds itself embroiled to a 
civil strife which threatens 
the very survival of the com¬ 
munity. The obvious ques¬ 
tion every citizen must be 
asking are: 1) How did this 
situation come to be?, and 
2) What must be done to re¬ 
store peace and harmony to' 
the city government? 

Ordinarily a recall move¬ 
ment lodged against elected 
officials is based on some 
alleged malfeasance In of¬ 
fice, such as graft, embezzle¬ 
ment or other felonious 
wrongdoing. Yet this is not 
the case at all In the pre¬ 
sent situation. Yes, it is true 
that there is an allegation 
as to the Illegal appoint¬ 
ment of Councilman Rule, 
but, to anyone familiar with 
the operation of the City 
during the past 22 months, 
it is obvious that this action 
is only symptomatic of the 
real cause of trouble. This 
real cause for our present 
chaos is a basic, and bitter, 
conflict to the philosophy of 
city government which ex¬ 
ists between two factions on 
the present City Council. 

The faction represented by 
Councilwoman Maddox and 
Councilman Wagner has 
challenged the entire con¬ 
cept of our City Council-City 
Administrator type of gov¬ 
ernment. During the 22 
month tenure of these peo¬ 
ple, the citizens of Sierra 
Madre have witnessed an 
erosion of administrative re¬ 
sponsibility which has led 
to a mass resignation of key 
personnel to' City Hall. The 
chan'nels through which nor¬ 
mal city operations are con¬ 
ducted have been so badly 
fractured that even the most 


routine problem has become 
a major hurdle to overcome. 

In the forthcoming elec¬ 
tion, the voters in Sierra 
Madre are going to be given 
a chance to decide what 
kind of city government 
they think is best for this 
community. If the voters 
want to support a policy in 
which the Ofifce of City Ad¬ 
ministrator no longer con¬ 
trols the everyday operation 
of the city and in which 
members of the City Council 
are allowed, even expected, 
to issue orders to city em¬ 
ployees, then they should 
vote to retain Councilwoman 
Maddox and Councilman 
Wagner. If the voters want 
to support a policy to which 
the several commissions of 
the city are Ignomtoiously 
ignored to carrying out their 
responsibilities as advisory 
groups to the City Council, 
then they should vote to re¬ 
tain Councilwoman Maddox 
and Councilman Wagner. 

On the other hand, if the 
voters of Sierra Madre be¬ 
lieve that the City Council 
should be a policy making 
body, depending on the ad¬ 
vice of the several Commis¬ 
sions and technical staff 
people for Information need¬ 
ed to order to make decision 
In the best Interest of the 
community, they should vote 
to recall Councilwo man 
Maddox and Councilman 
Wagner. 

It should be self-evident to 
any clear-thinking Indivi¬ 
dual that the only way 
Sierra Madre can operate 
efficiently at the city gov¬ 
ernment level Is through full 
utilization of the abilities of 
the best City Administrator 
and Department Heads we 
can' afford to hire. City per¬ 
sonnel of the caliber needed 
to do a good job will not put 
up with City Council inter¬ 
ference In the carrying out 
of their respective duties. 
(The mass resignation of the 
past 22 months bears out 
this statement only too 
painfully.)

Fifteen years ago, the roles of DNA and RNA were a 
mysfery to most medical scientists, let alone the general 
public. The functions of these chemicals within the nucleus 
of the cell were not mentioned in standard texts, and only 
the few researchers who were theorizing about them were 
aware of their potential significance.

At pre¬ 
sent, only the approach 
ramps, (or maybe you call 
them piers (?), to the bridge 
are completed. ’The final 
product is to be two miles 
long, 2 lanes wide and 25 
stories high. ’Twenty-five 
stories high should certainly 
allow all the big aircraft 
carriers to pass imder easily 
and safely. ’The opening of 
this bridge will solve many 
of the area problems and 
will handle all traffic that 
the ferrryboats .now do. 
Evening and morning rush 
houf traffic now requires a 
policeman at every block 
over 6 to 8 blocks to handle 
the traffic tie-ups approach¬ 
ing the ferry landings. 

Don’t worry all you pedes¬ 
trians won’t have to swim; 
to handle the foot traffic, 
100 .new buses have already 
arrived with more expected 
to be ordered. For those peo¬ 
ple who will miss being 
transported by boat, j.ust 
think of all the times when 
you were in a terrific hurry 
and forced to wait ... or 
perhaps drive the long way 
around on the "Silver 
Strand” highway ... a dis¬ 
tance of 16 miles, which dur¬ 
ing peak traffic hours could 
often be covered quicker. 

It will be sad to see the 
historic and quaint ferries 
placed in drydock, hut on 
the other hand ... It looks 
like all the advantages that 
the linking bridge will and 
can offer will more than tip 
the scales. Oh yes, add to 
that scale the existing ferry¬ 
boat fare of 45 cents for 
automobile and driver with 
an additional 10 cent tariff 
for each passenger as op¬ 
posed to the scheduled 
bridge toll of 50 cents for 
automobile, regardless • • • 
(?)... of driver, of q.uan- 
tlty or, or quality of passen¬ 
gers. It was suggested that 
even mothers-ln-laws would 
be included.)

San Francisco's famous Golden Gate Bridge passed 
its thirtieth anniversary recently but the planned civic 
celebration was called off because the militant threat of 
picketing by the NAACP and a labor union threatened, 
at the minimum, to embarass some 1000 invited guests, 
including civic and government leaders. 

The picketing was ordered because three Negro em¬ 
ployees had been fired by the Bridge District. 

At almost the same time, a proposed restaurant for 
the City’s Marina district near the Bridge was rejected by 
the Finance Committee of the Board of Supervisors be¬ 
cause the of NAACP protests that the firm selected to 
operate It was unfair to Negroes. 

The merits of both cases are moot. But what is dis¬ 
turbing is the method chosen by the NAACU to forward 
its cause. That the Golden Gate Bridge and restaurant 
situations are matters for study by the Fair Einployment 
Practices Commission has been acknowledged and the 
FEPC is acting. Why, then, the spiteful interruption of a 
significant civic affair? 

Public sympathy is being stretched dangerously thin 
by such overt assaults on innocent parties, evidently for 
the sake of headlines. It is tragic that some overly ambi¬ 
tious leaders can so easily endanger a worthy cause.
